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1. Conventions, exhibits, conferences, parties and other similar social 
activities in the city must be cancelled until the public health emergency is 
lifted or withdrawn; ! 


2. All Cockpit Operation in the city shall be temporarily suspended until the 

public health emergency is lifted or withdrawn;

3. All barangay assemblies, fiestas, Araw ng Barangay or other mass 
gatherings in the barangays shall be temporarily suspended until further 
notice;

5. LGU and barangay officials, PNP, CHO, BHW, BNS, CDRRMO, the BRRT, 
BP AT, CVOs, School Heads and teachers are tasked to strictly monitor in 
their respective jurisdiction that students should remain in their houses 
and shall avoid going to public places and refrain from loitering while 
classes are suspended. Curfew hours for minors shall be strictly 
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implemented; 

6. Officials and employees of the City Economic Enterprise Department 
(CEED) are mandated to strategize and conduct daily disinfection 


protocols within the premises of the Gingoog City Public Market; 

7. The City Health Office together with the City Tourism Office 


CDRRMO shall conduct monitoring and inspections to all tourism IHH 
enterprises such as but not limited to hotels, motels, restaurants, spas, 


beach resorts, coffee shops, bars, etc. including other business en 
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for the strict implementation of the DAILY DISINSFECTION PROTOCOLS

All people who are not feeling well or experiencing cough, fevef, sore 

throats, colds, and other flu-like symptoms are advised not to attend 
religious gatherings; 

9. Handshaking and Beso-beso are strongly discouraged;

10. Everyone is encouraged to observe one meter social distancing 

public places or inside an enclosed structure or when attending any 
activities; 


11. The city is adopting Memorandum Order GYVBE No. 267 of Governor 
Yevgeny Vincente B. Emano that local government shall conduct 
simultaneous clean up and disinfection to all public offices including 



schools whether public and private every Friday starting March 13, 
1:00pm to 5:00pm.;

12. Retailers and business enterprises are reminded that there should 
price movement on the basic goods and necessities pursuant 
nationwide price freeze imposed by the Department of Trade and Ind 
due to the spread of corona virus. Prices of these goods should 
higher than the ceiling prescribed by the DTI; 

13. Everyone is reminded that hoarding of the basic goods and necessities on 
occasions of calamities, emergencies and like occurrences, is punished 
under RA 7581;
